DESTRUCTIVE FIRE IS TULARE 


A Syndicate Formed to Purchase 
Mexican Lands— Death by 
D row ning.

S au n as, Cal., September 25.—New­ 
ton Azbell, who is charged with hav­ 
ing shot and killed John McArdle and 
John C. Keardon in Indian valley, 
Monterey county, yesterday morning, 
arrived here in the custody of Con­ 
stable Eugene Nance, of San Lucas, on 
the north-bound 2 i \ 
m . train to-dnv, 
and is now behind the bars of the 
county jail. An inquest was held on 
the bodies of the murdered men l>e- 
fore Justice Bonsfield, in Indian val­ 
ley, yesterday. The jury rendered a 
verdict to the effect that deceased 
came to their deaths from gunshot 
wouihIb at the hands of Newton Az- 
bell. 
A large number ot citizens re­ 
siding in the vicinity of the murder 
started in pursuit of Azbell, and would 
most likely have lynched him if they 
had captured him , but he made his 
escape and surrendered himself to the 
authorities at Sun Lucas. The bodies 
of McArdle and Keardon were taken 
to San Jose. 


DETAILS OF TH E TRAGEDY. 


S a n J o s e , September 2 5 .—The bod­ 
ies of John McArdle and J. C. Kear­ 
don, murdered in Indian Valley on 
Saturday, arrived here this evening in 
charge of Justice Bonsfield. 
From the 
latter, who was acting Coroner at the 
inquest, the following particulars of 
the tragedy are learned: 
McArdle 
and Keardon “ squatted” on a section 
of Government land claimed bv *New- 
ton Azbell. They were warned not to 
go on th e place, but persisted, as they 
claimed to have discovered a fatal de­ 
fect in AzbelPs proof papers. On Sat­ 
urday morning Air. and Mis. Farring- 
toh, who live close by, he trd shots 
from the direction of McArdle and 
Keardon’s camp. On going out of doors 
they saw Azbell, gun in hand, hurry­ 
ing away, and proceeding to the camp 
they found McArdle and Keardon ly- 
ing’dead upon a straw mattress under 
a tree, thp breast of the former and 
the head of the latler being filled with 
buckshot. They had evidently been 
murdered while asleep. In the after­ 
noon Azbell gave himself up at San 
Lucas. 
He said he had killed one 
man and wounded another. 
He ex­ 
pressed no regret and declined to en­ 
ter into particulars. 
In the evening 
he was lodged in the Salinas jail. 
The Coroner’s jury found that the men 
were killed by Azbell. The murderer 
is a man of 48 or 50. a m an of family, 
well to do, and has hitherto enjoyed a 
good reputation.

S a n F r a n c is c o , September 25.—A 
special to the Examiner from Wash­ 
ington says: “ It is strange,” said Mr. 
Preston, Acting Director of the Mint 
Bureau, to-day, “ how the dem and for 
minor coins continues. 
Last year we 
coined $391,157 in cents, $552,376 in 
nickels and $1,095,279 in dimes, and 
at the present time the Philadelphia 
mint has $70,000 worth of orders ahead 
ami cannot catch up. 
The law’ only 
allows these coins to be made at the 
Philadelphia mint, while the San 
Francisco m int confines itself almost 
exclusively to silver. 
This is doubt­ 
less duo to the development of the 
country, and also to the fact that they 
are used to an extent never known be­ 
fore. 
Last year we coined $33,000,000 
in silver dollars, which did not take 
any more work than th e coinage of 
$200,000 in fractional coin, owing to 
the num ber of pieces. That is why 
our orders for the latter are behind.”

CORDIAL WELCOME EXTENDED. 


Elaborate Preparations for the 
Event—Gen. Sherman Among 
the Visitors.

Louis, September 25.—The ad­ 
vance guard of the Grand Army of 
the Republic has set its standard in 
St. Louis.

States have the first delegations on 
hand, with the Oregon members and 
Washington Territory’s squad of fif­ 
teen. The city is prepared to meet 
them with a warm welcome and a 
blaze of light. 


MILES OF BUNTING 
Lies ready to lie unfolded at the dawn 
of Monday, and great arches already 
span the streets. The interior of bus­ 
iness houses and show windows have 
donned their holiday attire, and each 
park has become a tented field await­ 
ing the 50,000 soldiers that are on the 
way. Among the arrivals to-day was 
General Win. T. Sherman. 
Shortly 
before nine o’clock he entered the hall 
where a meeting of Ransom Post was 
being held, which was filled by many 
comrades from a distance, and the 
grand encampment may be said to 
have been begun. < iuests were called 
upon for talks, to which Gen. Sher­ 
man responded by a five-minutes’ re­ 
view of the formation and growth of 
Kansom Post. 
Many men of wealth, 
he said, who sent substitutes to the 
war would now willingly give a great 
part of their riches to be entitled to a 
seat in this body. 
Alluding to the 
many invitations he had received to 
join other eastern posts, he said he 
had declined them because he desired 
to retaiii his connection with this post. 
Several other comrades made brief 
speeches before the adjournment. 


A GLORIOUS DISPLAY. 
The 
Pacific Slope swoops down 
upon the town in thirty-three cars, 
1500 strong from California, and 100 
more from Oregon, Washington Ter­ 
ritory and Alaska. They came with 
products of the fruits, the wines and 
the grapes of the golden land, and in 
the great hall of the armory are pre­ 
paring to exhibit, as did the Knights 
Templar last year, some of the bless­ 
ings of their fertile country.

As these mdh arrive they 
will be met at the depot by a recep­ 
tion committee, which will send one 
man with each post to direct them to 
their quarters.

DEL MONTE NOTES. 


T h e Progress Hr In a Made 111 the 
R eb u ild in g o f th e H otel. 
A large force of masons are working 
on the kitchen, which is much larger 
than the old one, and is the only por­ 
tion of the whole building built en­ 
tirely of brick. 
It is two stories in 
height, the lower story to be used for 
storage purposes, etc. 
Workmen are scarce, particularly 
carpenters and plumbers, and as there 
is such a demand for the former all 
over the State, the wages of all the 
carpenters now working on the build­ 
ing were raised last week, in order to 
retain them. 
About $2,000 worth of 
window- 
weights were required to supply all 
the windows in the old Del Monte 
buildings, and nearly all were picked 
out from the debris after the fire, and, 
with the exception of a few, are to be 
used again. 
A force of men are busily a t work 
trimming the trees on the drive be­ 
tween Del Monte and Monterey, and 
also throughout the different drive­ 
ways surrounding the hotel. 
It has been advertised that Del 
Monte will be formally opened to the 
public on Thanksgiving night, but, 
from the outlook now, it is hardly 
possible that even New Year’s will 
see the opening. 
The lower rooms of the main build­ 
ing are now receiving the first coat of 
plastering, while the second and third 
stories are receiving finishing coats of 
paint and varnish. 
Only comparatively few men are 
now at work on the main building, 
the majority being employed on the 
east annex, which is now entirely in­ 
closed. 
The west annex rem ains the same, 
nothing having been done to it since 
the foundations were laid, and floor 
tim bers placed in position. 
The nurserymen are preparing their 
choisest flowers and shrubs for re­ 
planting around the hotel as soon os 
the building is finished.

The raisins of the San 
Joaquin valley, for quality and size, 
are superior to those of Spain and 
Italy, and larger and finer than those 
of any other part of California. Yield, 
quality, prices and market point to 
this branch of industry us one of the 
most profitable branches of farming. 
The capital required is small, and the 
time from planting to producing is 
short. 
The work is light and well 
adapted to women and children. 
It is 
infinitely healthier, easier and more 
profitable than 
kitchen or sewing 
machine work. 
The light lnbor can 
l»e done by thousands1 of fair hands 
that now liave nothing'to do, and it 
can be the means of rtendering large 
numbers of women rt?lf-»upporting 
who are now entirely dependent u|>on 
others. 
That there is a future jFor California 
as a raisin producing country, is no 
longer a matter of doulJt or specula­ 
tion. The industry lias passed beyond 
an exjHiriment, and is assuming grand 
proportions in th e products o f this 
State. 
Where our raisins have been 
sampled in the Eastern States, the 
verdict has coine back th at they out­ 
ranked in quality th e famed raisins of 
foreign countries. 
The grajies usually 
grown for raisins are the seedless Sul­ 
tana and Muscat of Alexandria, also 
known as the 
Muscatel. 
Kaifein 
making has been well described ub fol­ 
lows by a prominent raisin grower: 
The sun-laved shores of the Mediter­ 
ranean offer to the vine no finer soil 
and climate than th q warm valleys of 
California. 
. 
The abundant water supply from 
the snow-filled cañón» of the mighty 
Sierra gives health to the vine and 
size to the berries, while the long 
summer heat fills the grape with all 
lusciousneBS. 
W hen the early Sep­ 
tember days pour a torrid heat upon 
the earth the clusters put on a golden 
tint—the royal am ber of ripeness. 
Sun and water and warmth can do no 
more. The vintage time has come to 
make sweet raisins, filled with jelly, 
and of a fine brown color., It is im­ 
portant that the grapes shall show 
this yellow color. 
* 
The United States is the greatest 
raisin consuming country in the world 
importing annually 1,500,000 boxes 
from Europe, the products of which 
arc produced almost entirely in the 
Malaga and 
Valencia districts of 
Spain. The duty is two and one-half 
cents a pound, which of course adds 
to the price paid by the consumer. Of 
the total amount consumed, not more 
than one-twentieth is derived from 
California. Therefore it will be seen 
th a t there is a large field tor the pro­ 
duction of raisins. 
_ 
George Camp raised raisins which 
brought him $300 per^cre per annum. 
Scazighini got $3000 wort*» of raisins 
from four acres in one season; many 
others might be cited. 
With regard 
to the quality, it has been proved by 
Mr. Blowers and many other vine- 
yardists that the San Joaquin valley 
raisin equals, if it does not surpass, 
all others. Here again the necessities 
of small holdings is made apparent, 
as the work of the entire family will 
bo called into service, and not only 
can the raisins so picked, cured and 
packed be sold cheaper, but a greater 
profit can be made than were hiifcd 
labor used. Therefore, raisin produc­ 
ing is especially adapted to families 
owning a few acres. 
The following figures will give the 
approximate cost of starting a raisin 
farm in the San Joaquin Valley, Cali­ 
fornia :

CROP 
REPORTS. 


George Francis Train' Resumes 
the Rostrum—Good Finan­ 
cial Exhibit.

W a sh in g t o n, September 25.—Fol­ 
lowing is the crop bulletin issued by 
the Signal Office for the week ended 
Septeml)er24, 1 8 8 7 : The weather has 
been colder than usual in the districts 
east of the Mississippi and on the 
North Pacific coast, the greatest de­ 
partures from the normal occuring in 
the States bordering on the lower 
lakes and on the South Atlantic and 
North Pacific coasts, where the daily 
average temperature was about three 
degrees below the normal. 
From 
Northern New’ England westward to 
the North Pacific coast and in the 
South Atlantic States it has lieen 
warmer than usual, the greatest tem­ 
perature occurring in the central 
valleys, 
where the average daily 
excess 
for 
the 
Beason 
ranged 
from one to three degrees, while 
the average daily temperature for the 
season near I^ke Superior and on the 
South Atlantic coast was from one to 
three degrees below’ the normal. Rain­ 
fall in the westernportion of the wheat 
region and from Texas northward to 
Dakota and Minnesota during the past 
four weeks has been abundant, and 
generally has exceeded ninety per 
cent of the usual amount for that pe­ 
riod. 
The same conditions will ap­ 
ply to the belt of country extending 
from Lake Erie westward to Iowa. 
The rainfall for other sections has 
been less than usual, except in the 
central j>ortion of the Middle Atlantic 
States, the isolated Rocky Mountain 
stations and in Oregon and W ashing­ 
ton Territory, where it has been 
slightly greater than normal. 
Re- 
]K>rts from the greater portion of the 
winter wheat region show that the 
work of preparing ground is being re­ 
tarded on account of continued drouth. 
Reports from Tennessee, the Middle, 
Atlantic and New England States 
show that the weather was favorable 
for crops, and that the seeding of 
wheat is in progress. 
Reports from 
Kansas, Nebraska and the western 
portion of Missouri and Iowa indicate 
that the weather was favorable to 
growing crops. 
Killing frosts oc­ 
curred as far south as Central Illinois, 
Northern Indiana, Ohio and Michigan 
during the latter portion of the week.

"W hat 
old Jim ? Well, I ’d ought to know 
him ; he’s lived down in these dig- 
gins all his life, and—” Suddenly a 
light broke upon him , atod leaving his 
facetious 
sentence unfinished, his 
chin quivered, and he ejaculated: 
“My God! is this Chris?” 
It was “ C hris,” his long-lost son, 
and the old gentleman fainted for the 
first time in h is life as his son’s m us­ 
cular arms closed around him. The 
mother, hearing a commotion, came 
into the store and fell weeping for joy 
into the arms of her boy. The latter, 
a tall, 
bronzed, 
well-proportioned 
man, with a long, blonde mustache, 
soon proved his identity. 
For over 
twenty-one years he has been m issing;

“C hris” 
and his father knew nothing of each 
other 
during 
the 
war, 
and the 
former 
was 
late in being m us­ 
tered out. One night he dropped in 
on the family just as they were eating 
supper. As bis father said: "H e 
was young and army life made him 
kind o’ wild, and so one day soon after 
we missed him . We heard nothing 
of him till now, and thought him 
dead.” 
‘Chris” last night explained that he 
“ thought he’d try the West.” H is 
life has been spent in cattle-raising 
and farming in almost every part of 
the cattle raisingterritories. 
He m ar­ 
ried and had a family of four children 
and buried them all. Feeling lonely 
he concluded to drop farming and 
isit his father if he was alive. 
On his way East lie was in the train 
which was wrecked on the Y of the 
baltimore and Ohio’ltailroad in W ash­ 
ington, and being the onlv one in the 
smoking-car not injured. 
The ice- 
cooler hit him in the breast and he 
was knocked senseless and taken from 
the train, but, other than the shock, 
he suffered no injuries. 
He staid in 
Washington two days and left for Phil­ 
adelphia, but just outside of Baltimore 
a train ran into and crushed the cur in 
front of him . This scared him and 
he left the train and took the boat for 
this city, arriving safely. 
“Old Jim ” for fifteen years was in 
the postoffice, but was one of the first 
discharged when Postmaster H arrity 
took the reins.—[Philadelphia Press.

served it, ne went on w ith his mis- 
reekoning. 
So it was reported to the 
House and declared th a t they who 
were for the bill were a majority,

trade. So it is with the retailers. 
Those who employ the man who can 
pick out jewelry th at will attract the 
most attention, and who knows ex­ 
actly how each piece should be dis­ 
played, are the ones who do the most 
business. 
Every piece of jewelry re­ 
quires to be displayed in a manner 
that will show its charm s in the most 
taking light, and to do this requires 
good taste and excellent judgement. 
That very few have this is evidenced 
by some of the shop windows in this 
city.

E u r o p e 
Under the above caption the San 
Francisco Chronicle naively remarks: 
There really seems to be no limit to 
the productive industries of the United 
States. 
Every little while we read of 
territory supposed to belong to some 
foreign production being invaded by 
American manufactures, and always 
o the advantage of the latter. 
For 
instance, in Australia and New Zea­ 
land, American hoes and shovels and 
axes and other implements of the 
sort have almost entirely supplanted 
those of English manufacture. 
Pittsburg steel has become so ex- 
ellent that it has gradually taken the 
place of English steel in America, 
and its fame has so far spread that it 
is being sought after in Europe. 
One 
firm has recently established agencies 
in a number of the principal cities of 
Europe tor the sale of the finer grades 
of steel, especially those used 
in 
making edge-tools, and their business 
has assumed proportions which neces­ 
sitate large shipments and guarantee 
an established trade on a gradually in­ 
creasing scale. 
Another local firm of steelmakers 
some two vears ago placed a consid­ 
erable quantity of American steel with 
a firm in London, who sold it side by 
side with the best brands of English 
steel at the same prices. No com­ 
plaint was ever made of its quality, 
although it was bought not only in 
Englaud, but in France, Italy, Spain 
aud a number of other Continental 
countries, and the prices obtained 
were entirely satisfactory to the pro­ 
ducers. 
If we can sell bar or ingot steel in 
London it is hard to say what product 
of America cannot find a market. 
This is about as near carrying coals to 
Newcastle as can be imagined. ^ The 
truth is that although the United 
States is to-day the greatest industrial 
\ nation of the world, our demands for 
' home consumption are so great that 
we have never actually entered the 
field as real competitors for foreign 
markets. 
Had we expended one- 
tenth the energy and money to find 
foreign customers that Great Britain 
has we would lie controlling the mar­ 
kets of the world with our productions. 
The time will probably come when 
we shall need to go beyond our own 
borders to find purchasers for our 
manufactures, and then we will show 
the world what the capabilities of our 
country are. 
Our metropolitan con tern porary is 
one of the opposition journals so fond 
of harping on the locking up of money 
in the treasury. Will some one please 
propose to reduce the revenue by some 
lowering of the duty on iron manufac­ 
tures so as to prevent this glut in the 
treasury ? But protect your ears when 
you do Itefore the Chronicle gets abroad 
in the morning with its wail for the 
fate of “ American labor,” thus made 
to compete with the paupers of Europe, 
as the phrase is. 
When you touch 
th e great iron manufacturers of the 
east you touch the apple of the eye of 
th e Chronicle party, and paralyze the 
sinews of war which carry on cam­ 
paigns.

She lives in Malden ; she is 17 years 
old, or thereabouts, and she is an oph- 
iologist—that is to say, her spec ialty 
is snakes. 
Very often, in pleasant 
Summer weather, this young girl, with 
hands clad in high buck gloves and 
arm ed with a bottle of chloroform, 
lurks about, the feus and pools and 
thickets watching for snakes, a girl fair 
to look upon, sauntering, one might 
imagine, with eyes upon the ground, 
in maiden meditation, fancy free. She 
is in maiden meditation, indeed, but 
not fancy free, because her fancy is 
bound 
to 
snakes 
and 
she 
searching 
intently 
for some va­ 
riety 
not 
yet 
added 
to 
her 
collection 
of 
several 
hundred. 
Presently she stops; with an eager 
gleam in her eye she crouches along a 
step or two, her glove-clad right hand 
drawn back as if to clutch some ob­ 
ject; she springs forward toward the 
ground with a swift motion, and then 
stands erect with the body of a snake 
writhing ul>out h er arm s in desperate 
throes. 
She has it by the neck and 
proceeds calmly to thrust its head into 
the neck of her bottle of chloroform. 
Not many days ago this young 
scientist, after a rather desperate con­ 
test, captured in the fells a black- 
snake so large and powerful that when 
it wrapped itself in the mad grasp of 
its iKxly about her arm it strained her 
cords and muscles so severely that 
she was lame for a week. 
It did not 
S 
irevent her, however, from sallying 
ertli again, and when she happened 
to perceive, at the margin of a pool, 
a big w ater-snake of a variety which 
she had not secured for her col­ 
lection, she lay in wait for it. 
As the 
snake 
pounced upon a frog 
she 
pounced upon the snake, but the rep­ 
tile was in his element and esca(>ed 
her. Was she to be baflled in that 
way? Not at all. She managed to 
anchor a frog in some way upon a 
stone at the edge of the pool, at a spot, 
where the bank was overhung with 
bushes. Then she stealthily laid her­ 
self flat u|»on her face under the 
bushes at the brink of the water, and 
there she lay in ambush for a long 
time, while the snake curiously eyed 
the frog. At last the snake with sud­ 
den resolution made bold to seize the 
frog; but as he did so a gloved hand, 
swifter than his own sinuous motion, 
darted from the bank, and he was a 
prisoner, splashing the water of the 
pool in his vain effort to escape. 
The 
girl has one grief—she has not been 
able to capture with her own hands a 
rattlesnake.—-[Boston Transcript. 


A L o it L e d g e D la c o v e r c d . 
The ledge that Superintendent T. 
A. Oliver has been searching for these 
last two or three m onths was cut by a 
cross-cut run from the 200-foot level 
northerly about one w’eek ago. 
This 
is the old Murphy 
ledge which 
was 
lost 
in 
1867, 
the 
richest 
that 
the 
mine 
then 
contained, 
losing it in a wide break, which has 
been lost till to date. The ledge, which 
lies in the cañou, was evidently 
shoved down the cafion a number of 
feet by volcanic action. This ciit the 
ledge at both ends, and when the 
former company in 1867 had worked 
out this transportek portion of the 
ledge to both ends, and could not find 
the ledge on the other side of the 
break, they naturally concluded that 
it had pinched out. Superintendent 
Oliver, by driving a crosscut 100 feet 
has found the original ledge in the 
hill, about fifty feet from the place 
where it was cut by a fault, and has 
every reason to believe that he has 
the old ledge again. 
The paying 
streak of the ledge is six feet wide, 
having in the center ore about two 
and one-half feet in thickness that 
will will over $200 without sorting. 
But above this, lying on a streak ot 
iron ore, is a stringer of white quartz, 
heavily charged 
with silver, that 
nssavs over $500 j»er ton. 
This ledge 
has the same characteristics as the old 
Murphy ledge, th a t made such an 
excitement in early days, and Mr. 
Oliver is satisfied that it is the identi­ 
cal ledge beyond the 
break. 
The 
white stringer came in about as big as 
one’s finger, and as the drift was 
driven further in it opened out and is 
now over twelve inches thick. 
Mr. 
Oliver is very much elated over his 
new strike and feels confident th at he 
has a large body of ore near at hand. 
The ore mills over $500 i>er ton, and 
there is no ledge in Nye county that will 
equal it. Mr. Eastwood was shown 
the ledge and he says that Ophir 
Cañón has not had such a rich body 
of ore in sight since the famous early 
days. 
They have now’ about three 
hundred feet of a Hlope to the surface, 
and with new’ ground which has never 
been touched with the pick to the 
north, deeper into the mountain. We 
expect to hear glowing reports from 
Ophir as a bullion producer hence' 
forth.—[Austin, Nev., Reveille.

L IFH 1» BRA ZILIAN FORESTS. 
■erem ObMrTitlcn* mt a Lately 
Returned Traveler. 
Clarence B. Riker, of South Orange, 
a member of the American Ornitho- 
' logiáU Society, has just returned from 
two month» of bug and bird hunting 
in the forest» of Brazil. 
“ My wife 
and I,” said Mr. Riker to a Mail and 
Expre** 
reporter to-day, went 
by 
atoauner from here to Vara at the 
m outh of the Amazon. 
There we 
changed to a smaller steamboat, that 
took ua up the river 500 mile» to San- 
tarein. 
There we took canoe» and 
were paddled by Indian boy» through 
miles of narrow channel» that wind in 
and out through a vast region of 
flooded f . rest. 
After we had gone as 
iar as we could in canoes, an ox cart 
was backed hub deep into the water, 
and we transferred ourselves and bag­ 
gage ta it. 
We then rode along well- 
beaten forest paths, extending for 
miles through magnificent 
timber, 
th e dense foliage made a perfect 
shade, and the path» were as hard as 
our roads. 
“ W hen we arrived at the plantation 
w hich we had decided to make our 
headquarters, we found a comfortable 
house with concrete walls, a tiled roof 
an d hammock bed». 
The planters 
have fowls, swine and cattle, and 
raise the principal vegetables and 
fruit» th a t we have. The seed» of the 
palm tree are mude into various 
nourishing dishes. One of the staple 
articles of diet is a fish called pirarucu. 
It is dried for the market and resem­ 
bles codfish. The natives live almost 
entirely on bauanas and farinba, a 
coarse meal made from the man­ 
dioca root. Many of the planters 
raise 
sugar 
cane, 
and from 
it 
make whisky 
to supply 
to the 
rubber gatherers. The fermented juice 
of the palm is another drink used by 
■the natives, and a delicious wine is 
made from a fruit called caju, and also 
from juice extracted from the pulp 
.surrounding the cocoa bean. 
This 
drink is universally liked by foreign­ 
ers, but for the others one must 
acquire the taste. 
There are very few mosquitoes, 
but there are some things worse. The 
mocoenc, an almost microscopic in­ 
sect, clings to the flesh, and if not 
removed by 
rum or lemon juice, 
causes severe irritation. 
Large vam­ 
pire bats often fly in one’s face at 
night. They are four times the size 
-of our bats. 
Many natives bear scars 
from their teeth. 
“ Tarantulas were frequently seen on 
the veranda, and sometimes in tiie 
house. Their bite is not considered 
deadly, but the minute liairs with 
wkicli their barb is covered are pois­ 
onous, and cause terrible irritation. 
If we left the doors of the house open 
a t night, large toads weighing a pound 
.and a half apiece would hop in. One 
night my wife was awakened by hear­ 
ing some animal moving in the room. 
We could see nothing, but from the 
sound we were sure that it must be a 
tiger or at least a wildcat. On strik­ 
ing a light, it turned out to be a ’pos­ 
sum. 
“ Alligators were plentiful in the 
brook near the house, and a deadly 
snake called the siracucu is frequently 
found crouching in the paths of the 
forest. 
We captured a 
boa con­ 
strictor twenty-two feet long. 
Rattle­ 
snakes are numerous on the campos 
o r open plains. 
“ Leaving my wife at the planta­ 
tion, I made excursions into the for­ 
est in search of birds and insects. I 
generally went with three or four 
o ther Americans and several Indian 
guides. 
At night the Indians would 
make a thatched house out of palm 
leaves. 
When thirsty, we would 
cut 
the 
root 
of 
the 
tape- 
reba, which is hollow’ and contains 
nearly a pint of water. 
Game was 
plenty. There were wild hogs, tapirs 
monkeys, wild turkevs, peccaries and 
a variety of birds. 
We frequently saw 
th e tracks of jaguars near our hut, but 
did not meet any of them . To obtain 
some rare specimens of birds wre pene­ 
trated far into the depth of the forest. 
I measured one palm leaf and found it 
to 
be 
forty 
feet 
in 
length. 
There were 
rosewood, 
mahogany 
and many woods not found else­ 
w here. In the flooded districts I saw 
sloths hanging upside down and feed­ 
ing on the leaves of the trees. Nu­ 
merous butterflies, brightly colored, 
an d 
birds with brilliant plumage 
abound. And on the banks of the 
rivers at evening I saw thousands of 
w hite egrets. 
I was very successful 
in collecting, as I brought back over 300 
birds, 10,000 insects and the skeletons 
of ant-eaters, sloths, American tigers, 
serpents and many other animals. I 
obtained a bow and five 
arrows, 
captured in a fight between rubber 
packers and a tribe of Parintintin In­ 
dians, who had attacked them. These 
Indians are perfectly wild, and live in 
the deep recesses of the forest. They 
are cannibals. I also brought home a 
young tiger. Its mother was shot while 
feeding on an ox which she had killed. 
To keep the tiger company I brought 
a large coatia or spider monkey. He 
was caught when young, and is now 
entirely domesticated.”—[N. Y. Mail 
and Express.

That There is Any Danger 
of a Crash. 


BUSINESS 
LIVELY 
AS EVER 


Views 
of Mr. 
Hcrvey 
Lindley 
011 this Im portant 
Subject. 


There has been not a little s id in 
reference to the alleged danger of a 
collapse of the real estute market 
and with a view of obtaining some 
reliable light on the subject, a repre­ 
sentative of the H e r a l d yesterday 
questioned Mr. Hervey Lindley, one 
one of the representative men of the 
city and one whose word can always 
be taken as an authority not to be dis­ 
puted. 
Mr. Lindley said that there was not 
the least danger of a crash this win­ 
ter and what was more, he believed 
the market to-day to be in a better 
state than it had ever been before. 
All this talk in reference to thq buyers 
not l>eing able to meet their second 
paym ents falling due between this 
date and 
the 
first 
of 
January 
was 
nonsensical.. 
In 
the 
first 
place 
no 
one could tell 
exactly 
how much will have to be paid in this 
interval. 
That is one of the thing- 
which even wisest man cannot even 
approximate, for there is no way of 
knowing or of finding this out. It had 
been stated th at $44,000.000 would 
have to Ixj paid before January first, 
but Mr. Lindley did not think that 
the payments to be made amounted to 
that figure. Even if they did it would 
not take much money to make tilings 
straight.. 
Nearly all of the purchasers 
knew where the money was coming 
from when they bought, and one dol­ 
lar would settle an amougt many 
times larger. 
When the time comes 
for the second payments the money 
will pass from hand to hand, and the 
§ 
reliability Ls that not a dollar will be 
rawn from the hanks. 
Mr. A. will 
pay to Mr. B. and Mr. B. to Mr. 
C., 
and so 
on until the same 
money 
will 
settle 
more 
of the 
dreaded second payments than its 
face value represents in units. The 
f 
iurchascrs have been extremely care- 
ul in this respect, and there can be 
no danger, even if this were the only 
fact to be relied upon. 
DEPOSITS IN RANK. 
In Mr. Lindley’s opinion there is on 
deposit not less than eighteen million 
dollars, subject to the will of the de­ 
positors. 
This money is ready and 
waiting for those who may desire to 
use it, and evén if a dollar would clear 
off but three times its face value in 
first payments, the alleged $44,000,000 
would 'le more than covered. The 
probability íh that this money will not 
be touched at all. 
The question is, 
“ Have not these croakers sold out, 
and do they not w ant to buy again?’' 
That seemed to be the real reason of 
all 
the 
talk about 
the 
crash 
in 
Mr. Lindley's 
mind, 
but 
bo far 
as 
he 
could see 
there 
was not 
the least 
indication 
of 
such a state of affairs. 
With more 
money in the banks than there has 
ever been before and with more com­ 
ing. the person who feared the crash 
showed a very weak mind indeed. 
There had been some talk about a 
stringency in the money market, but 
that had not been the case, nor was it 
likely to be. 
The banks had, it is 
true, refused to advance money on 
marginal investments, but this hud re­ 
sulted in placing the market on u 
much firmer basis. The fact that the 
buying was going on just the same as 
when money was advanced on mar­ 
ginal investments showed that the 
coin was being obtained for solid in­ 
vestment, and that the buyers know 
to a certainty where the second pay­ 
m ent is to coine from. 
In this city 
alone there is on deposit awaiting the 
pleasure 
of 
the 
buyers 
about 
$12,000,000, 
the 
Pasadena 
hank 
has 
over 
$1,000,000, 
aud 
the 
other banks throughout the county 
have a large amount on deposit. The 
banks have, as before stated, never 
been so well prepared as at the pres­ 
ent time, and there is no indication 
that there will be a change for the 
worse. 
EASTERN MONEY. 
Mr. Lindley said th at there was a 
constant influx of money from the 
East. Every train brings investors 
who draw on their accounts in the 
E ast for money to make their first pay­ 
ments. They then give notes for the 
second and third payments, and these 
notes are cashed and the money for­ 
warded here by telegraph. 
Thus it 
often happens that inside of forty-eight 
hours after the first payment the en­ 
tire amount has been placed on de­ 
posit in the banks here, subject to the 
order of the seller. Outside of the 
excursions 
which 
are 
arriving, 
there 
are 
others 
from 
Kan­ 
sas 
and 
other 
States 
who 
arrive every day with the money in 
their pockets with which they buy. 
Their second payments do not come 
from the banks here but from the 
East, and most of it is ready at short 
notice. Then the real estate agents re­ 
ceive many orders to purchase from 
parties who have never been here, and 
from all of these the money comes, 
and is flowing into the banks at a very 
rapid rate. When it is taken into con­ 
sideration that a majority of the buy­ 
ers are eastern people, and that their 
money is constantly being brought 
here, it does not seem clear us to the 
basis of the grounds for the croukings 
of those who feign to be frightened. 
The fact that the record of sales lias 
been 
small 
on some 
partycu- 
lar 
day, 
does 
not 
indicate 
in 
the 
least 
the 
amount 
of 
business 
that is being trans­ 
acted. 
Many 
of 
the 
nominal 
sales are in reality for largo amounts, 
and many sales are made which are 
not recorded for some time after the 
sale has been 
consumated. 
The 
record os published is therefore likely 
to deceive, and should not be taken as 
indicative of the activity of the market. 
Mr. Lindley was positive in his state­ 
ment that the m arket was in a better 
condition than ever, and that there 
was not the least danger of a strin­ 
gency in the monev m arket or of a 
crash this fall or winter. 


California, Branch No. 17, located in 
this city, is the largest one.

P. Moran in his customary pleasant 
manner, eulogized in a few fitting re­ 
marks, Mr. Schwaum for his valuable 
services and then alfixed to the breast 
of the young man a beautiful gold 
medal bearing the letters “ Y. M. I .’’

Mr. Schwaum replied in his 
modest manner, thanking the gener­ 
ous giver. 
In order to create new en­ 
thusiasm Mr. Moran announced that 
he would give another medal to the 
member who should secure the largest 
number of members during the next 
six months. 
Undoubtedly there w’ill 
be quite a competition for the new 
mcuul and Branch No. 14 will be 
greatly benefited. 


Another Railway Room. 
Arrangements have been made by 
the Southern Pacific Railway Com­ 
pany to build the following lines of 
railway in a very short time. The 
first line will start from the round­ 
house a# Colton and proceed to San 
Bernardino near Starke’s hotel, thence 
to Redlands, Crafton, Lugonia and 
Brooksidc, which is on the main line. 
The next line will be an extension 
of the present spur track to Slover 
Mountain, on through Agua Mansa 
near the old church, to and through 
Riverside and thence to South River­ 
side. 
Beyond that point the line has 
not been determined. 
The company will also coustruct a 
Hue from the east end of the Colton 
bridge over the Santa Ana river in a 
southwesterly direction over the mesa 
about eight miles to Pigeon Pass, in 
which there will be a short tunnel 
that will lead directly into the great 
San Jacinto Valley. This is a short 
line that few peoplo knew existed, and 
surprises those who supposed that the 
line would have to go around by way 
of Perris or Sau Gorgonio. These 
three new roads were all planned and 
agreed on quietly, and then the com- 
>anv bought up all the unoccupied 
and in Colton. 
As soon aH it was 
known in that town that three new 
railroads were to bo built there the 
price of town lots advanced 200 per 
cent. Such im portant improvements 
will give a tremendous impetus to 
business in 
South 
California. 
It 
means the expenditure of $2,000,000 
for labor, materials and building by a 
company that has am ple capital to 
spend, aud reassures weak-kneed men 
of a permanence of present prosperity. 


The Cable Nyxttem. 
Mr. J. F. Crank, President of the 
Cable Car Company, is now in Sau 
.Francisco purchasing m aterial for the 
new cable road soon to he commenced. 
There will be five 
lines of cable 
operated under the one company. 
One line will run from the end of 
Downey avenue to the corner of First 
and Spring street. One from Boyle 
Heights to the com er of Main and 
Fourth streets. 
Another from the 
corner of First and Fort streets to 
Seventh street and up Seventh to city 
limits, while the other will run out 
Grand avenue from Seventh street to 
Jefferson. The roads will cost at the 
lowest estimate one and a-half million 
of dollars and will take two years to 
complete, as the castings must all be 
wrought to * order and the cement 
which is ordered from England will 
not arrive for some time. There are 
several shiploads of it and there is 
none in this country. Besides all this, 
the high prices prevailing for every­ 
thing and the scarcity of help makes 
it more difficult to construct the line, 
but as soon as the m aterial arrives 
work will be pushed forward as fastas 
circumstances permit.

Children. 
The. children of the Band of Hope 
filled the First Congregational church, 
corner Fort and Second streets, yes­ 
terday afternoon to listen to Ex-Gov­ 
ernor St. John. 
Over 300 children 
were assembled besides t.'.e grown 
folks who occupied the gallery and 
ante rooms. 
Praise 
service 
was 
begun by the Rev. Mr. Ansall who 
then introduced the orator who begun 
by telling the children that he came 
there expressly to speak to them and 
have a friendly chat with each other. 
The older folks were invited to attend 
so th at they might hear w hat they 
had to say. 
In reviewing some facts 
he recounted his travel through New 
Mexico. “ At Secotta the same hymns 
were sung as here to-day, but not by 
the same class of children. 
Those 
were Indian, Mexican, German, Irish, 
negro and white children, yet they all 
sang alike this 
wonderful Gospel 
which seems to reach all kinds of peo­ 
ple on the globe.” 
He requested all 
children to lift up their hands if they 
thought it would Have all those kind 
of people. All responding in the af­ 
firmative, he asked them if they knew 
what an icicle was and which they 
would prefer, a large or small one. 
Like all children thev preferred the 
former. 
lie then told them if they 
put mud on the icicle it would make u 
dirty mark on it. 
H e then compared 
human character to an icicle, both 
being formed drop by drop. 
As a 
piece of mud makes a black mark on 
an iciele so a profane word as a bad 
habit made a black spot on the char­ 
acter, and a business man in chosing 
a trusted emplové always looked for 
his good habits first. 
Then 
he 
asked 
if 
they 
knew 
anything 
about saloons, and receiving an affirm­ 
ative reply put such questions as the 
following to them • 
“ Do they make 
men good?” 
“ Do tney clothe men ?” 
“ Do they make m en m urderers?” 
and calling upon all to rise who would 
work against evil and help root it out, 
but refrained from asking the women, 
saying, “I would not insult the women 
by asking them to speak against this 
when one and all of them are the 
backbone that keeps the men on with 
the good work. 
He sj>oke of the 250 
to 300 saloons licensed in this town to 
sell liquor, saying that no am ount of 
money could make a wrong right, and 
some of the addresses on this subject 
made by the children of the Band of 
Hope would grace any hall at any 
place. 
The children looked upon God and 
not man for protection, so if men put 
these temptations in their way they 
were responsible for the wrongs done 
by their children. 
H e related many 
instances of men who had gone wrong 
through drink. At th e conclusion of 
the service the congregation sang the 
hymn “To the Work” in great ardor, 
which concluded the meeting. 


“ T H E RICH 
FOOL.” 


The Text of the Rev. Mr. Chl- 
ckeater. 
Luke 12-12. “ The Rich Fool. Thou 
fool this night thy soul shall be re­ 
quired of thee.” Tliis was the text of 
the Rev. Mr. Chichester of the First 
Presbyterian Church on Fort and Sec­ 
ond streets last evening. 
Mr. Chi­ 
chester began by saying: “ As a gen­ 
eral thing it is not wise in calling people 
hard names with th e hope of making 
them better. 
If you cannot get rid of 
vice by means of argum ent and per­ 
suasion, the possibility is you wont get 
it out bv abuse.” 
It is an utter 
impossibility to browbeat vice into vir­ 
tue, or exterminate sin by scurnllous 
scolding. 
Besides, character is one of 
the most precious and sacred things in 
us, aud rough handling of it may lead 
to most disastrous results. 
To this 
general rule, however, the omniflcent 
God is an exception, for he knows all 
that is in us and is fully able to judge 
his characters w ithout mistake, and 
this being the case he has a perfect 
right to say just as severe things as he 
pleases 
against 
us, both 
sinner 
and 
sin, 
and 
of 
all 
severe 
epithets 
that 
God 
has 
applied 
to erring m an perhaps there are few 
severer than 
’Thou fool.” Nor is 
there any that he more often employs, 
for if you look through your Bible you 
will ¿e surprised to find how fre­ 
quently m an is spoken of as fool. 
We read of the atheistic fool, the gos­ 
siping fool, the conceited fool; but of 
ull these, perhaps there is none more 
foolish than- the one who worships his 
wealth and trios to feed his soul on it. 
The folly does not consist of his 
hoarding his treasure and not enjoying 
it but his intense selfishness is the 
secret of it, his disposition rather to 
hoard than to use his wealth and his 
miscalculation as to when his existence 
1 will end. 


SKINNING PROCESS. 


Peculiar Nurfflcal Operation ou a 
California Ban. 
On the 13th of last May Peter Mc­ 
Intyre, who possessed a local reputa­ 
tion as a sprinter, was severely burned 
in a fire at Central Park. The burns 
on his feet healed rapidly enough, but 
the flesh on his shoulders and arms 
was so scorched that the ordinary pro­ 
cess of nature was insufficient to re­ 
store it to its former condition. 
It 
was determined by the physicians tu 
graft skin taken from other people on 
the exposed surface, and thus hasten 
the cure. 
Six weeks ago this opera­ 
tion was begun, aud since then over 
160 pieces of skin have been fastened 
on raw parts. It will be several weeks 
yet before the last graft shall have 
been attached and the bandages re­ 
moved. 
All the skin was taken from the 
friends of M cIntyre, who willingly 
contributed the required portions of 
their cuticle. Each graft was a circu­ 
lar piece about an eighth of an inch 
in diameter. 
It was taken from the 
arm. 
Each subject rolled up his 
sleeve in M cIntyre’s room, at No. ÍJ2K 
Howard street, and the 
surgeon 
raised the skin with a fine pair of for­ 
ceps. Then, w ith a circular scissors, 
lie clipped the skin off, leaving u 
round red m ark on the arm, a :d im­ 
mediately. placed the graft ou McIn­ 
tyre’s wound. 
’ These grafts have been taken from 
about forty men. 
Usually four were 
supplied by each, but someof the sick 
man’s friends have more than that 
number of pink m arks on their left 
arm. Among those from whom dona­ 
tions were cut were Allan A. McNeill, 
Michael 
McNeill, 
Daniel McNeill, 
Daniel McDonald, Anthony McDon­ 
ald, Allan McDonald. L. McTavish, 
Andrew McDonald, Edward Burns, J. 
8. McIntosh, Mr. Riley, J. C. Flynn, 
John Frazier. W. A. Scott, Chris. 
Beatty, John Beatty, John Lozenger, 
James Morgan, 
Victor McDonald, 
Hugh McCormick, Norman Beaton, 
Win. Urquhart, Jam es A. McKay, J. 
W. Jordan, John McCarthy, James 
Robinson and John Nelson. 
The grafts were planted about an 
inch apart, as each little piece grows 
about that far over the flesh and 
unites with the other skin that it 
meets. It is transferred immediately 
from one body to another, as the 
tissue must be imbued with vitality 
wlien placed on the raw flesh and it 
would lose all life in a short while. 
The foreign character of the skin may 
lie detected after the healing process is 
over, and it does not change its par­ 
ticular hue, and is also devoid of hair 
and sweat-glands. 
Its advantage is 
great, inasmuch as when such burns 
cicatrize the muscles are drawn up, 
und not only is movement restrained, 
but deformity follows. The grafted 
skin is elastic and obviates all such 
unpleasant results. 
Instances of the grafting of many 
pieces of skin, as in this case, have 
not been common here. The process 
itself is comparatively new, having 
been discovered in 1859 by Riverden, 
a Parisian surgeon. 
He noticed little 
islets of skin growing on raw surfaces, 
found that they proceeded from little 
germs of skin that had not been de­ 
stroyed, and concluded that trans­ 
planted skin would thrive in the same 
manner. It had been previously been 
supposed that it would take a covering 
of cuticle as large as the sore or 
wound itself to make a successful 
grafting, anil such large areas of skin 
could not be obtained. 
Since then 
the various kinds of skih*— the tissue 
of chickens, frogs, youug pigs and 
other animals — have been experi­ 
mented with, but for successful trans­ 
planting the hum an Hkin has been 
found necessary.—[San Francisco Ex­ 
aminer.

A. W ealth of Traditional Lore aiul 
o f Vestiges of an Ancient 
C ivilisation. 


DIED IN ROME. 


The new lines of railway in Arizona 
fnrnish ethnologists and antiquarians 
fine opportunities for examining into 
the prehistoric races that have lived 
in the great romantic country just 
across the Colorado, the sun-kissed 
wonderland of Arizona and 
New 
Mexico. 
In this land the Zuni and 
Moqui villages are .rich and great an­ 
tiquities, which have been partially 
investigated, and some of their tradi­ 
tions which are very curious have 
been published but the main work of 
investigation in a thorough manner 
has not been begun. 
The ablest scholars in antiquities 
and hieroglyphics should be engaged 
to examine the more than Egyptian 
veetiges of prehistoric nations in Ari­ 
zona. The traditions of the remain 
ing ancient tribes give interesting 
hints of the nations that preceded 
them . 
Among these tribes are some 
marked specimens of Albinos which 
are accounted for by a story that sev­ 
eral centuries ago a company of Welsh 
miners coming north from Mexico 
were killed by the Zuni’s while their 
wives and children were retained as 
members of their tribe. This state­ 
ment has a shadow of truth in it, as 
there are many words of W elsh ac­ 
cent in their language and the features 
of the Albinos strongly resemble the 
Welsh. 
Lieutenant Ives, of 
the United 
•States Army, who visited these tribes 
in 1853, says that in a visit to the 
Moquis: “ Á woman with a fair, white 
complexion has been in camp this 
morning. 
It seems incredible that 
she should be of Indian parentage, 
bat such cases are by no means rare 
in the pueblos of New Mexico and 
Arizona. 
It seems scarcely reasona­ 
ble to found a theory of Zuni origin 
npon these two evidences, and from 
the ancient story that a party of 
Welsh miners sailed from Mexico’ and 
were never heard of again.” The 
Zunis have no tradition of the W elsh­ 
men coming to their land in ancien^ :

The following letter has been re­ 
ceived and is published in full in the 
hope that some information may be 
obtained of the deceased gentleman 
mentioned therein: 


R o m a, September 7, 1887. 
E d it o r s H e r a l d : A number 
of 
your valuable pauer has just come in­ 
to my hands, and suggests to me the 
propriety of addressing you a few lines. 
Last November there came to Rome 
Mr. P. Petrovits, an artist. He hud a 
commission to paint the King and 
Queen of Italy, or I should say their 
portraits, for the King Kallakau of 
Hawaii. 
He spoke of Hawaii as being 
his home, 
lie painted the portraits, 
hut was ill nearly all winter, and died 
in June last. 
He had not a large sum 
of money, but enough to pay his small 
debts and funeral expenses. 
I wrote 
to the Government of Hawaii of his 
death. 
At Honolulu he does not ap­ 
pear to have any relatives. 
On examining his papers I found 
that he was a naturalized citizen of 
the United States of America, had re­ 
sided in San Francisco and Los An­ 
geles and had deeds of land in the lat­ 
ter place. I am now going to consign 
the property he left to the United 
States Consul in Rome. Perhaps if 
you would mention his death in your 
journal, the notice might come under 
the eyes of some one interested in 
him. 
He has been something of a 
wanderer and told me he had l>een 
three times around the world. 
1 remain your obedient servant 
J. C. H o o k e r , 
Consul General in Italy for the King 
Kalakau. 


The Lieutenant noticed one man, a 
giant in size, with a pale face covered 
with freckles, who seemed to avoid 
notice and observation. 
All such 
•persons are treated with more solid- 
tude than the tawny-faced inliabitants. 
The Zunis have a tradition, an un­ 
written epic, like the “ Illiad” of 
Homer, which is entrusted to the 
memory of a priest, who has nothing 
to do but to remember the lines and 
-recite them on memorable occasions. 
He is a sort of bard and historian of 
•the tribe, and supported by the con­ 
tributions of his people. But to pre­ 
vent loss, by accident or other fatal­ 
ity, of this ancient epic, this priest 
has four assistants, who are selected 
from the tribe and taught the lines by 
the old man, in order that they may 
preserve the ancient story, and also 
assist him in the public ceremonies 
and conduct the services after his 
death. The epic is a sort of Bible to 
this ancient tribe. 
Like the use of the Bible it is re­ 
cited in chapters, and not as a com­ 
plete story at a time. 
The work begins with the mythical 
origin of the people, and then enters 
into a traditional history of the tribe. 
It is constructed in perfect rhyme and 
rythrn with many Oriental figures. 
It describes the invasion of the con­ 
queror COTonado nearly in the same 
m anner as described by the conqueror 
himself, and tells the places where 
their ancestors lived before the con­ 
quest, in all of which there are an­ 
cient ruins at the present day. 
These 
are mostly far away from the present 
habitation of the tribes, and have not 
been visited by them in three hun­ 
dred years. Every ruin which their 
epic Bible describes haH been found 
and identified by many explorers. 
The Moquis who live in Arizona 
seventy miles northwest of Zuni have 
a legend that the earth was once a 
small island inhabited by one man 
whose father was the sun and whose 
mother was the moon, that the gods 
sent a wife to him to cheer him in his 
solitude, and that as his family grew 
the earth grew too. 
The children be­ 
came restless and dissatisfied and so 
began in after years to wander abroad 
and build towns. 
These towns were fur apart and the 
people in them failed to keep up un 
acquaintance, and the following cen­ 
turies forgot their common ancestry. 
Many centuries ago a war broke out 
between the original permanent set­ 
tlers and these scattered tribes were 
driven away to the mountains and 
rocks, where they made caves and 
nested in the walls like wrens and 
swallows. They built walls and ex­ 
cavated reservoirs in the rock, and 
made strong fortresses. 
H ere they 
repulsed the besiegers after a long and 
bloody fight of many days. 
After this bloody victory they moved 
southward, and in the deserts of Ari­ 
zona made new towns in impregnable 
rocks, where their descendants, the 
Moquis, now have their dwelling place.

A MIND UNHINGED. 
Dr. I.cffin g w ell, of C ovina, Ilan 
a Mtrange D clm iion. 
Yesterday morning Deputy Sheriffs 
Russell and Cooney were sitting in 
their office perusing the morning 
pai>er8 when they were startled by 
some one who rattled at the door, 
which was locked, in an impatient 
manner. Hastily dropping their pa­ 
pers they unlocked the door and were 
accosted by a well dressed gentleman, 
who who wanted them to arrest his 
wife immediately.

On the way to Pasadena 
the bones had been scattered along 
the road, and she was sitting on the 
sand trying to get them together again. 
The Deputy Sheriffs • observing that 
the man was evidently out of his 
mind went to the inside room for the 
purpose of telephoning to Sheriff Kays 
to see what they should do in the 
matter. While thus engaged ¿he man 
departed ami was nowhere to be 
found when, they returned. They 
consequently started out on a search 
for him, and came across him late in 
the afternoon. He said his name was 
Dr. Leffingwell of Covina, and that lie 
had practiced medicine in Oakland for 
eight years. 
Ho repeated the 
story about Iiíh wife sitting on the 
sand, and when asked how he knew' 
she was there, said he had seen 
her when he came in on the 
train. 
He also said that she had 
tried several .times to 
poison 
him with pork and tartar emetic. 
On one occasion she had been driving 
about the Azusa with a Miss Wil­ 
liams, who, he said, stopped at the 
Nadeau, and when they reached his 
house Miss Williams sat in the buggy 
while his wife went in the house and 
put arsenic in the sugar bowl. 
He 
said he was stopping at the Natick 
house. 
Later in the evening the of­ 
ficers visited the Natick, and from the 
clerk learned that Dr. Leffingwell had 
been acting strangely. They went to 
his room and he repeated his story, 
and the clerk being afraid to have him 
longer in the house the officers in­ 
duced him to accompany them to the 
county jail, where he was given a 
cell. The unfortunate man is appar­ 
ently well educated, and his mind has 
been unhinged in some manner yet 
unknown. 
At the Nadeau it was 
stated that there was no one living 
thereby the name of Miss Williams, so 
that no particulars could be ascer­ 
tained as to the charges.

C A T A R R H . 


Th e te r m c a t a r r h is a p p lie d t o a 
peculiar disorder of the nostrils mid ad­ 
jacent purts. which prevails to mi alarming 
extent, and is productive of very serioua 
consequences. 
The most prominent and characteristic 
feature íb a morbid discharge from the h ead , 
varying in its nature at different times. 
In some there is tin almost constant flow 
or clear, acrid fluid, hut oftencrun offensive, 
purulent or muco-purulcnt, greenish-yellow 
matter is secreted, which aei-uiuiilatcs iu 
th* nostrils or drops into the throat, neces­ 
sitating its frequent removal bv blowing the 
nose or expectoration, and often by both 
processes. .Sometimes patients feel us 
though their head was iu u state of rotten­ 
ness, so great Ik the amount of mutter dis­ 
charged and so fetid is its odor. The pa­ 
tient is greatly annoyed by the constant 
dropping Into the throat of the morbid 
matter from the lu-ad, and as a rcrmnla-ut 
jmsitiou naturally favors the flow downward 
his rest is frequently disturbed from this 
cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie with 
the head very much elevated In order to 
sleep with some degree ot comfort. 
In others n tough, viscid and offensive 
phlegm collects behind and above the soft 
palate, In the passage between the throat and 
head, adhering tothe parts with glulsh tenac­ 
ity. Its lodgment embarrasses respiration 
and creates a sensation of irritation and un­ 
easiness in the affected locality, which gives 
rise to a constant and almost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve that discomfort l»v drawing 
the mucus iuto the throat so as to eject it by 
the mouth.
